SYNCHRONIZING SOURCE AND DESTINATION SYSTEMS VIA 
PARALLEL HASH VALUE DETERMINATIONS 

ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 
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Multiple hash computations are processed in parallel to effect a synchronization between 
source and destination hashing processes. A plurality of dynamic hash computation processes 
operate in parallel, each at a particular phase, or delay, relative to the received sequence of data. 
If the hash result of one of the processes matches a given hash value that is associated with a 
10 sequence of data at the source, the data set at the destination that produced the hash result is 
assured to correspond to the data set at the source than produced the given hash value. 
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
